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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 15-45 are allowed. 

2. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention individually or in 
combination the limitations of "establishing a view of the at least one of said database recovery 
logs; insulating said view from a format of the at least one of said database recovery logs: issuing 
a database statement to query said view; retrieving data from at least one of said database 
recovery logs in response to said database statement" as set forth in claim 1, and similarly in 
claims 15, 26, and 36. 

3. The closest prior art, Downing et al. and Lindsay et al., describes a method for fast 
refresh of snapshots containing subqueries. However, Downing et al. and Lindsay et al. does not 
teach or suggest the limitations cited above as being free of any prior art when read in the claims 
as a whole.
